Penny Exonumia, part two

apped pennies were 
created by printing the design ona 
thin piece of copper and then 
crimping it over the coin. These 
were particularly popular during the 
1930's. The Lord’s Prayer seems 
to be the most common design, 
followed by the Santa Claus which 
usually came embedded in a die 
cut card to be given as Christmas 
gifts. However, Souvenir capped coins 
have been created with a wide variety of 
subject matter: The Hauptmann trial, the 
SS Morro, Admiral Byrd, and Joe Louis 
(which is particularly scarce and was 


capped over a 1939 cent). Some of these

Capped pennies were also plated with silver 
and gold, and could be found with little 
loops attached to be worn on a chain. 
Apparently, this Lord’s Prayer on the 1937 
penny from my collection is somewhat rare 


as it was more common to find the Lord’s 


Prayer capped on 1934-1935 pen- 
nies. Depending on scarcity, these 


can range in value from $10 — $50. 


Prison Art 


Another area that falls into the ex- 
onumia category is “Prison Art.” In 
addition to many other forms of 
arts and crafts, prison inmates 
would hand-craft miniature items 
out of various coins, usually pen- 
nies. | especially enjoy collecting 
the prisoner-made tiny teapots and 
other tiny “charms” often fashioned 
from Indian, Wheat, and Canadian pen- 
nies, though examples exist made from 
other denominations and foreign coins as 


well.

who spent their free time using spoons to 


Shape coins into charming miniature cups, 


pots, pans, trons, hearts, bells, salt and 
pepper shakers, padlocks, and especially 
tiny teapots, some with removable lids. 


Then guards would spirit the penny charms 
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Harker: Penny Exonumia 


out of the prison and sell them for 10 to 25 
cents each. They sometimes came ina 
little box that had “ This Kettle made from 
One Cent by ‘Lifers’” printed on the top 
and included a postcard from the peniten- 
tiary where the teapot was made thanking 
the purchaser for their “gift” and an appeal 
for their continued support (see page 7). 
According to an article appearing in the 
December 2005 issue of 7/he Numismatist, 
ANA Executive Director Emeritus Ed 
Rochette said exchanges of these little 
teapots from inmates at the Massachu- 
setts’ Bridgewater State Prison regularly 
took place at his uncle's Bridge Diner on 


Pope's Island, Massachusetts. 


There is also evidence that some of the 


teapots may have been made by workers 
in the Civilian Conservation Corps during 


some of their spare time. 
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According to an article from the “Original 
Hobo Nickel Society,’ one of these little 
Lincoln cent teapots was discovered in a 
little box with a note on the inside of the 
box cover: “William A. Holbrook Co 11J3 


CCC Warwick, 
MASS.” The 
CCC program 
was active from 
1933 to 1942 in 
Massachusetts 
and focused 
mostly on the 
improvement 
and develop— 
ment of state 
park resources. 
During that pe- 
rod approxi-— 
mately 68 
camps enrolled nearly 100,000 men. The 
program not only touched the lives of the 
enrollees and their families but also left a 


lasting legacy of forest improvements and 





recreational resources throughout the state, 





including the Warwick 


area. 


The tiny teapots’ value 
depends on, of 
course, condition, as 
well as what type of 
coin it is (with the In—- 
dian cent being more 
valuable), whether the 
lid is removable, and 
how intricate the de- 
sign is, especially the 
handle — note the vari- 
ous shapes of kettles 
and handles on the 
teapots on page 6. 
The retail value of In- 
dian cent teapots 
ranges from $50 — 
$100, while the Lincoln 
and Canadian cents 
are around $30 — $50. 
The little mugs are 
actually harder to find 
than the teapots and 
are about $50. Most 
of the individual 
charms are valued at 
around $30 — $50, 
depending on their 
scarcity and availabil- 
ity. The working pad- 
lock is very scarce and 
is valued around 
$100+. I’ve never 
seen another set of 
the salt and pepper 
shakers so they would 
be worth around $75 — 
$100. 
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Trench Art and Victory Pins 


Some pieces of “Trench Art” can also fall 
under the exonumia nomenclature since 
some of these war-—made items were made 
using various coins. According to Wikipe- 
dia, “Trench Art” is commonly defined as 
“any decorative item made by soldiers, 
prisoners of war or civilians, where the 
manufacture is directly linked to armed 
conflict or its consequences.” They in- 
clude decorated shell and bullet casings 
and items carved from wood and bone, 
some of which included coins in the de- 


sign. 


Many smaller items—trings, pins, souvenir 
spoons, lighters, match containers, snuff 
boxes, ash trays, spinning tops, etc. — 
were made by soldiers during the quieter 
parts of the front line or trenches. Even 
wounded soldiers were encouraged to do 
certain craftwork as part of the recupera- 


tion process. 


Victory Pins 


Victory pins were created from Lincoln 
pennies in various styles, some with an 
attached penny shaped into a helmet. 
They were made for mothers, sisters, 
wives, and girlfriends. V-Day Pins are for 
the most part pretty common, but some of 
the more elaborate ones that are enameled 
or contain rhinestones or figural items are 
less common. The value for these pins 
depends on overall appearance and the 
type of material used to make the pin. The 
V-Day pins on page 12 range in value from 
$30 — $75. 


As mentioned above, exonumia encom-— 
passes many other more popularly col- 
lected items like Civil War and Hard Times 
tokens, Love tokens, etc. But for some 
reason, the cute little trinket/charm pen- 
nies, as well as the encasements and 
elongates shown in part one of this article,

hen Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg was appointed by President Bill Clin- 
ton and sworn in as the 107th justice to 
the United States Supreme Court on Au- 
gust 10, 1993, she became the second 
woman justice (Sandra Day O'Connor was 
the first) and the first Jewish woman ever 
to sit on the Court. Twenty years later, 
Supreme Court Justice Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg has been selected as the 2013 Jew- 
ish-American Hall of Fame honoree by a 
distinguished Advisory Board of leading 
Jewish historians and organizational lead- 
ers. Eugene Daub was selected to sculpt 
the portrait of Ginsburg; it will be added to 
the other plaques in the permanent dis- 
play at the Virginia Holocaust Museum, 
and will be reproduced in limited edition 
medals in what is currently the longest 
continuing series of privately issued art 


medals in America. 


The Ginsburg medal crowns a year of 


impressive achievements for Eugene 
Daub, who earlier this year received an 
Honorary Doctorate from the Academy of 
Art, University of San Francisco and at- 
tended the dedication of his statue of 
Rosa Parks in the National Statuary Hall in 
the United States Capitol. The first full- 
sized statue authorized and funded by 
Congress since the 1870s. Dr. Daub has 
indicated that “This has been a wonderful 
year allowing me the privilege of creating 
sculptures of two great American warriors 
against injustice, Rosa Parks and Ruth 


Bader Ginsburg.”

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The over 2° diameter Ruth Bader Ginsburg 


medals have the distinctive rounded 
trapezoidal shape, created by sculptor 
Victor Ries, that has distinguished the 


Jewish-American Hall of Fame series 
since it was launched in 1969. The reverse 
features Moses, holding the Ten Com- 
mandments represented by the first ten 
letters of the ancient Hebrew alphabet. 
The great lawgiver is based on a sculpture 
by Hermon MacNeil in the eastern pedi- 
ment of the Supreme Court Building. In- 
scribed is an extract from Ginsburg s re- 
marks when she received the Albert D. 
Chernin Award given annually by the Jew- 
ish Council for Public Affairs: “I am a 
judge, born, raised, and proud of being a 
Jew. The demand for justice runs through 
the entirety of the Jewish history and Jew- 


ish tradition. ”

As | began to do research for my exhibit, | 
remembered the nursery rhyme “Ten Little 
Indians’. Although | learned the song in 
preschool as a way to count to ten, | later 
found that the original version, written by 
Septimus Winner in 1868, started at ten 
and counted down to zero. When | started 
researching the history of the American 
Indian, | realized that the amount of land 
owned by the Indians was greatly reduced 
from 1859 - 1909, which seemed to go 
with the original song’s lyrics. The gov- 
ernment was very unfair to the Indians 
during the fifty years we had one on the 
one-cent piece. They broke land treaties 


over and over again. 
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By the 1860s and 1870s, mass hunting of 
the American buffalo changed the way 
that the plains Indian tribes lived. Since 
the Indians could no longer depend upon 
the great herds, they became more de- 
pendent upon the US Government for 


food, clothing, and shelter. The govern-
